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California bishops 
state objections 
to pornography 


SACRAMENTO — The bishops of the California 
Catholic Conference have released a statement, ‘‘Human 
Dignity and the Sacredness of Sexuality,’’ that denounces 
the proliferation of pornography and pledges their support 
to work for its eradication. 


In their statement, the bishops reaffirmed the Church’s 
position that pornography is morally repugnant. ‘‘Our 
profound belief in the inviolable dignity of the human 
person and the sacredness of human sexuality leads us to 
condemn pornography as a perverse and sometimes vicious 
profanation of both,’’ the bishops wrote. 


THE STATEMENT was released May 28 by 
Archbishop John R. Quinn of San Francisco, CCC 
president, and Jesuit Father William Wood, CCC 
executive director, at a press conference in the Cathedral of 
the Blessed Sacrament in Sacramento. 


In addition to their moral assessment of pornography, the 
bishops cited empirical studies that ‘‘document the 
damaging psychological and social effects of 
pornography,”’ including arrested personality develop- 
ment and a craving for more bizarre sexual experiences. 
One study cited in the statement found that rapists, child 
molestors and persons who commit incest often use porno- 
graphy as part of their preparation for committing those 
acts. 


Rejecting the notion that pornography is ‘‘victimless,”’ 
the bishops noted that it ‘‘plays a vital role in all too many of 
the estimated two million cases of American children who 
are sexually victimized each year.’’ They expressed their 
concern for women, too, who are dehumanized and 
degraded by this industry. 


THE BISHOPS highlighted California’s role in this 
““big business (which) grosses as much as $10 billion 
annually. Andeighty percent ofall pornography distributed 
in the United States is produced in California. . . . We 
commit ourselves to work with other concerned citizens to

reverse the tide of pornography in this state.’’ They urged 
elected officials and law enforcement agencies to provide 
and enforce anti-pornography laws. 


The bishops concluded with an appeal to families. ‘‘We 
encourage parents to help their children acquire a healthy 
understanding of sexuality. . . . Together we must work to 
preserve the sanctity of love and sexuality whenever it is 
threatened and to restore it wherever it is denied.”’ 


Father Wood explained that the bishops decided to 
pursue this subject vigorously after a national conference on 
pornography convened by Morality in Media last summer. 


‘““THAT CONVENTION increased awareness of just 
how widespread pornography is, that it has become a major 
industry with criminal elements behind much of it, that it is 
invading homes and is increasingly accessible to children 
through such media as cableporn, dial-a-porn and home- 
video-porn,’’ Father Wood said. ‘‘The conference raised 
awareness that concerted citizen action can reverse the tide 
of pornography and remove the industry’s stronghold on 
our society.’’ 

As an example of results citizen action can produce, 
Father Wood cited the ‘‘meaningful and enforceable 
definition of obscenity’’ that was signed into California law 
last month. ‘‘And this came about after 20 years of failed 
efforts to pass such legislation.”’ 


““The time is ripe for the bishops to reiterate the moral 
teaching about pornography which runs deep in the 
Catholic tradition,’’ he said, ‘‘noting that the findings of 
contemporary psycho-social research give evidence that 
pornography isas psychologically and socially destructive as 
it is degrading of human dignity and a profanation of the 
sacredness of human sexuality from a moral perspective.”’

USD law school graduates are 
told to move society forward

ALCALA PARK — Graduates of the University of 
San Diego Law School were challenged to bring new 
energy and ideas into the legal profession by speakers at 
the 1986 commencement ceremony May 24 in Torero 
Stadium. 


Eleanor Holmes Norton, former head of the Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission, told the 327 
graduates that the world is moving toward a techno- 
logical society. 


“‘AMERICA REMAINS the greatest power on earth. 
If we lose this, it will be in your generation. If we keep 
this. . . it will be because of your generation’s efforts,’’ 
said Holmes Norton who received an honorary doctor of 
law degree from the USD. 


Holmes Norton, a Georgetown University law 
professor, told graduates that their ‘‘generation suffered 
from invidious comparisons’’ to her generation, noting 
that this was ‘‘a forced fit because they’re two different 
worlds. My generation needed answers. Your generation 
needs to raise new questions.”’ 


“Your profession exerts enormous influence on the 
economy,’’ she said. ‘‘There are over half-a-million 
lawyers in the United States today... . As lawyers 
multiply, we have to assume more responsibility.’’ 


“IS LAW moving society forward. . . or is it holding 
it back?’’ she asked at the commencement attended by 
more than 1,000 guests. 


Her generation, which came of age in the turbulent 
1960s, sees the law as good, she said, citing civil rights 
and environmental protection laws as examples. 


“‘Can your generation of lawyers build a society that is 
both just and efficient?’’ Among legal items to be defined 
in the graduating class’ generation are work, economy 
and the status of women, she told the 202 male and 125 
female graduates. 


‘“‘NOTHING IS the same as it was before World War 
II. . . not the family, work, morality, or America and her 
place in the world,”’ she said. 


“‘Can your generation complete the tasks of economic 
and social justice that remain...and build the 
economy?’” she asked, adding that the graduates would 
have to do this without the rhetoric or charismatic leaders 
present during the 1960s. 


Like Holmes Norton, law school Dean Sheldon Krantz 


told graduates they were ‘‘entering an imperfect pro- 
fession that needs the creativity of a new generation of 
lawyers to serve the public interest.’’ 


“I HOPE as you begin your careers you won’t be 
satisfied with just getting by,’’ Krantz said. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, board of trustees chairman for 
USD, told law school graduates that ‘‘the true pro- 
fessional will know how to stand above the tyranny of time 
and to work with calm, spreading the truth which builds 
up, not the sensational, and putting firmly aside the 
tyranny of originality which attributes value to what is 
worthless, whose sole claim to worth is that it attracts 
attention.”’ 


‘“‘The professional must tirelessly put forward the 
virtues, the truth illuminated by justice, peace, family 
values, the sacredness of life,’’ Bishop Maher said. 


““THE PROFESSIONAL, being a person of integrity 
and trustworthiness, is a person of great faith in God and 
respect and love for all mankind,’’ the bishop said. 


During his valedictory address, Mark L. Pollot dis- 
cussed the meaning of the law school experience. 
“However prepared we were intellectually, we never 
could have been prepared emotionally”’ for law school, he 
said. 


“‘The legal profession requires one to examine all their 
ideals and values. Every belief we had was subject to 
intense scrutiny and challenge,’’ Pollot explained. 


A 35-YEAR-OLD former nurse, Pollot said law school 
graduates will never again ‘‘take any idea just on faith,”’ 
but will subject all ideas to intense examination. None of 
the graduates is the same person as when he entered law 
school, he added. 


“‘Lawyers have a special responsibility,” said Pollot, 
who will begin work in September with the U.S. Justice 
Department’s civil rights division in Washington, D.C. 
This responsibility stems ‘‘from the position of power 
held by the voice lawyers have in society,’’ not because 
“‘they are able to speak for the public,’’ he said. 


Pollot offered advice for all professionals. ‘‘Keep your 
perspective. Remember who you are and where you’re 
going.”’ ; 

Of the 327 graduates, 283 received juris doctorate 
degrees, two earned masters of law degrees, 10 received 
masters of comparative law and 32 earned masters of law 
in taxation.

ETHIC OF LIFE — Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago told Catholic health 
professionals May 18 that a ‘‘consistent ethic 
of life’? means that Catholic health care 
institutions must find ways to serve the poor 
directly and work for improved government 
health programs. ‘‘We must defend the right 
to life of the weakest among us; we must also 
be supportive of the quality of life of the 
powerless among us: the old and the young, 
the hungry and the homeless, working mothers 
and single parents, the sick, the disabled and 
the dying,’’ Cardinal Bernardin said. The 
address was one in a series that Cardinal 
Bernardin has given over the past three years 
developing a common way of approaching 
abortion, euthanasia, war, capital punishment 
and other life-related issues. 


CAUSES OF HUNGER — Church anti- 
hunger officials have rejected President 
Reagan’s suggestion May 21 that Americans 
go hungry because they are ignorant of food 
programs and available assistance. Reagan 
told a group of students, ‘‘I don’t believe there 
is anyone going hungry in America simply by 
reason of denial or lack of ability to feed 
them.’’ Reagan said a reason for hunger is 
“people not knowing where or how to get this 
help. Where there is hunger...you have to 
determine that that is probably because of a 
lack of knowledge on the part of the people as” 
to what things are available.’’ Officials at the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, Catholic Charities 
USA and Network, a Washington-based 
Catholic social justice lobby, disagreed with 
Reagan and criticized his administration for 
cutting funds to some of the federal programs 
designed to help the hungry. 


PRIEST ARRESTED The secretary 
general of the Southern African bishops’ 
conference. has been ordered to appear in a 
Pretoria court June 17 on a charge of unlawful 
possession of a firearm. The conference 
official, Father Smangaliso Mkhatshwa, 
appeared for trial May 22, as originally 
ordered, following a May 16 early morning 
police raid on his residence and church in 
Soshunguve Township. In a May 20 statement 
the bishops’ conference took ‘“‘the strongest 
exception’’ to the manner of Father 
Mkhatshwa’s arrest. 


PROMOTING CIVIL WAR — The United 
States is fanning El Salvador’s civil war, rather 
than promoting government-rebel peace talks, 
said the Jesuit rector. of a Salvadoran 
university. Jesuit Father Ignacio Ellacuria, 
rector of Central American University in San 
Salvador, also said that the Catholic Church is 
“not doing everything that we should or 
could’’ to work for peace. Father Ellacuria told 
reporters in Washington May 20 that the U.S. 
Embassy in San Salvador and the Salvadoran 
Ministry of Defense think the government is 
winning its 6-year-old civil war against the 
Farabundo Marti National Liberation Front, 
known as the FMLN. ‘‘My perception is that 
although you could consider that the army is 
doing things a little better at this time. . . the 
FMLN has long-term military capacity,’’ said 
the priest. ‘“The FMLN is extending itself 
throughout the country,’’ he said. 


BRAZILIAN TERRORISM — On the day a 
Mass was being celebrated in Sao Paulo, 
Brazil, for a slain land reform priest, another 
land reform activist was gunned down about 
200 miles away in northeastern Brazil. Two 
days later, two men who had worked with the 
priest narrowly escaped an ambush. The 
murder of Father Josimo Moraes Tavares, 33, 
has focused official and public attention on the 
violence surrounding disputes between big 
landownerss and small farmers in Brazil’s 
north. The Mass for Father Tavares, who was 
shot in the back May 10 as he walked up the 
stairs to a church office in the town of 
Imperatriz, was concelebrated by 21 bishops 
and priests. More than 1,000 people attended. 
As the Mass was being celebrated, a rural 
trade union activist, 25-year-old Antonio 
Fontenelle, was shot in the back in the state of 
Maranhao, some 200 miles away. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL SUED — Playboy 
magazine and two publishing groups have 
sued U.S. Attorney General Edwin Meese and 
the commission on pornography he established 
for allegedly threatening and harassing 


magazine retailers. The suit, filed May 16 in 
federal court in Washington, charged that the 
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COMPASSION IN HAITI — John de Bairos of Marlboro, Mass., rubs lotion on the back of 
a terminally ill man at the House of the Sick and Dying in Port-au-Prince, Haiti. De Bairos was 
one of 25 people from the northeastern states who traveled to Haiti with a group called Faith 
and Concern to experience firsthand the realities of one of the world’s poorest nations. 


Attorney General’s Commission on 
Pornography had created a ‘“‘blacklist’’ of 
stores that sell Playboy and other publications. 
The Playboy lawsuit stems from a letter sent 
by the commission’s executive director to 
retailers who had been identified as sellers of 
obscene material by the Rev. Donald 
Wildmon, a Methodist minister who heads the 
Mississippi-based National Federation for 
Decency. Joining Playboy in the suit were the 
American Booksellers Association and the 
Council for Periodical Distributors 
Associations. 


CATHOLIC CHARITIES PRAISED — 
Catholic Charities projects nationwide have 
received $13.8 million since 1983 for care for 
the hungry and homeless under a national 
program that distributes money appropriated 
by Congress, according to the board 
distributing the money. The Emergency Food 
and Shelter National Board also praised as 
‘fexemplary’’ several local projects in which 
Catholic Charities or other Catholic 
organizations were involved. The board 
announced May 15 that Catholic Charities 
projects have received a total of $13,859,966 
since 1983. Another Catholic organization, the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, has received 
$2,683,380 for similar efforts on behalf of the 
hungry and homeless. 


TERRORISM PROTESTED South 
Africa’s raids on anti-apartheid rebel facilities 
in three neighboring countries May 19 
brought a chorus of protests from the head of 
the region’s Catholic bishops’ conference and 
from around the world. The air and 
commando strikes in the capitals of Zambia, 
Zimbabwe and Botswana were ‘‘madness,”’ 
said Archbishop Denis Hurley, head of the 
southern African bishops’ conference. 
‘*Apartheid is an abnormal system from which 
abnormal behaviors must be expected,’’ he 
said May 20. Among other reactions: the 
United States expressed ‘‘outrage’’ over the 
attacks; a British Commonwealth mediating 
team cut short its visit to South Africa, and the 
chairman of the Organization of African Unity 
said the white-ruled nation had committed 
‘state terrorism.’” 


CASTRO COURTS CHURCH — Fidel 
Castro, with other leaders of the Cuban 
government, is moving to establish better 
relations with the Catholic Church, according 
to the general secretary of the Cuban bishops’ 
conference. ‘‘He’s a political man; his reasons 
are political, not pastoral, not philosophical,”’ 
said Msgr. Carlos Manuel de Cespedes in an 


interview May 16 in New York. ‘‘He wants to 
have better relations with Latin American 
countries, and because the Catholic Church is 
very important in Latin America, it is 
important to have better relations with the 
Catholic Church in Cuba,’’ said the Cuban 
church official, who was in the United States 
for a weeklong visit.

Sauce for the goose, and the gander 


In 1982 I resigned from the board of advisers of People 
for the American Way, an organization put together by 
TV producer Norman Lear to monitor and counteract 
propaganda by extremist elements in the New Christian 
Right. I didn’t have time to keep up with PAW’s work 
and did not want to leave the impression that I was 
contributing to its policy-making process. 


I also informed Lear that I disagreed with the content 
and tone of some PAW advertisements and public state- 
ments. I said I agreed with Commonweal’s editors. They 
had charged that PAW has a ‘‘weakness for the slippery 
half-truths and stock slogans of moral relativism and un- 
thinking individualism.’’ Commonweal said the 
organization’s technique of indiscriminately tarring all 
‘‘moral majoritarians’’ with the same brush is one a 
clever copywriter could use against the anti-nuclear 
movement, for example, and much like the technique the 
Religious Right itself employs against ‘‘secular 
humanists’ or ‘‘atheistic liberals.”’ 


I HAD forgotten about PAW until I received a recent 
computerized mailing from it asking me to send a printed 
petition to President Reagan protesting a plan, 
apparently supported by Attorney General Edwin Meese, 
to ‘‘pack’’ the federal courts with judges committed to 
what PAW calls a ‘‘narrow ideological agenda.”’

opposed. Apparently, however, there is more to it than 
that. 


PODESTA LET the cat out of the bag in complaining 
that Meese wants nominees who believe in ‘‘the sanctity 
of human life — shorthand for opposing the Supreme 
Court’s 1973’’ abortion rulings. Podesta added that 
Meese’s language parallels that of the 1984 Republican 
Party Platform calling for judges who “‘respect traditional 
family values and the sanctity of innocent human life.”’ 


Podesta and his PAW associates are entitled to their 
opinion on the abortion decisions and the platform plank. 
But I fail to understand what this has to do with PAW’s 
stated purpose to promote “‘the best of the American way 
— its tolerance, diversity and pluralism.”’ 


This is not to endorse the so-called Meese plan. But I 
find it almost impossible to believe that PAW would 
attack so vigorously if Meese and company were cam- 
paigning for judges who favor the Supreme Court’s 
abortion decisions. 


PAW LEADERS will counter, saying in the words of 
their own brochure that judges should be fair and impar- 
tial and that what is offensive is the attempt to guarantee 
that candidates for the federal judiciary swear loyalty to a 
“narrow ideological agenda.’’ That legitimate concern 
would be more convincing if PAW refrained from 
injecting its own ‘‘narrow ideological agenda’’ into the 
debate. 


The New Christian Right is open to criticism on a 
number of counts. I’ve criticized it on several scores. It is 
inconsistent, however, for a group like PAW to retaliate 
against New Right extremism with its own form of 
extremist propaganda — in favor of abortion, for 
example. 


In summary, PAW would be well-advised to take 
seriously an article by Kathleen Kennedy Townsend, 
daughter of the late Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, published a 
few years ago in the liberal Washington Monthly and 


reprinted in The Washington Post. Townsend, currently . 


running for a Maryland congressional seat, said that 
while the New Right may have a “‘simplistic’’ and ‘‘reac- 
tionary’’ view of moral values, ‘‘at least they understand 


the importance of the subject.’” Unfortunately, she adds, 


the discussion of moral values makes too many liberals 
nowadays uneasy.

Assuming responsibility: Where have we failed? 


There once was a seminary rector who, 
upon discovery of some violation of the 
seminary rule, would ask himself, 
‘‘Where have we failed?’’ 


“It became a running joke among the 
seminarians. They even used the question 
on one another. 


BUT IT was a good question, and, for 
all the joking, it showed the rector to be a 
man not given to scapegoating. 


When something went wrong in his 
seminary, he didn’t blame his pre- 
decessor, or a few independent-minded 
members of the faculty, or a secret cabal 
of local parish priests, or an underground 
student movement, or the Communists, 
or the liberal press, or anyone else. 


His first instinct was to ask how those 
in charge of the seminary might have 
failed, including himself. 


I THINK his example should inspire 
us now in the Church he always loved and 
served with almost inflexible dedication. 


Instead of constantly looking for 
scapegoats, why not assume some 
measure of personal responsibility for 
situations we don’t happen to like? 


Let’s start with the right-wing, which 
complains about dissident theologians, 
and weak-willed bishops, and the moral 
lapses of Catholic laity, especially in the 
area of sexuality. 


WHERE HAVE thy failed? After all, 
just about every so-called dissident 
theologian they’d like to strangle was 
formed in the pre-Vatican II Church. 


They studied for the priesthood in 
theologically conservative seminaries, 
under disciplinary codes that were strictly 
enforced: cassocks, daily early morning 
Mass, lights out before 10 p.m., silence 
for nearly 90 percent of the day, no radio, 
television, or newspapers, and minimal 
personal contact with the ‘‘outside 
world.”’ 


The biggest threat from that outside 
world were women. They weren’t on the 
faculty or in the student body. Not on 
your life. 


' IF TODAY’S seminaries are to be 
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deplored because their environment is too 
open, their faculty and courses too liberal, 
their student bodies too mixed, and their 
rules too lenient, then how did the good 
old-fashioned seminaries of yesteryear 
produce such priests who became such 
rebellious theologians? 


And most of these theologians earned 
their doctorates, not at Harvard or Yale 
or Chicago, but in Rome, at pontifical 
universities. Where did they fail? 


And then we ‘have the weak-willed 
bishops, the ones who don’t seem to have 
the guts to crack down on the abuses in 
the Church, which is why the Vatican has 
to step in. Thank God for Cardinal 
Ratzinger. 


WHO MADE these weak-willed men 
bishops in the first place? Were they voted 
into office by an unsuspecting electorate, 
like LaRouche ‘‘Democrats?”’ 


All of them, without a single exception, 
were directly appointed by the Pope, the 
Vicar of Christ, the one whose judgment 
we’re never supposed to question. So look 
who’s questioning it. 

And, finally, there’s the morally lax 
laity: practicing birth control without 
scruple, getting divorced and remarried 
as often as anyone else, having as many 
abortions proportionately as the rest of 
the American population, and engaging 
in pre-marital sexual activity about as 
frequently as their non-Catholic friends 
and neighbors. 


IT’S ALWAYS easier to blame 
someone else, of course, but that 
seminary rector asked the right question: 
‘‘Where have we failed?’”’ 


In spite of all the sermons and 
catechism classes and moral exhortations 
from parents, and priests, and nuns, and 
teachers, and bishops, and popes, 


Catholics continue to practice birth 
control, get divorced, have abortions, and 
engage in other forms of illicit sexual 
activity. 

Where have we failed? 


THE SAME question faces left-wing 
Catholics, who complain about funda- 
mentalism, authoritarianism, and sexism 
— among other things. The first ‘‘ism”’ 
will suffice to make the point. 


The Second Vatican Council issued a 
mandate, and gave the freedom to match, 
to go forth and teach the faith with all the 
modern tools of theological, biblical, and 
historical scholarship. 


Church monies were directed in 
relatively large amounts to programs in 
religious education, clergy education, and 
the more standard academic enterprises. 

FACULTIES WERE declericalized. 
Parish education programs were turned 
over to lay ‘persons, women included. 


New books and new magazines circulated 
freely. 


Why, then, after twenty years are so 
many Catholics still so innocent of the 
most basic principles of Catholic biblical 
scholarship? 


Why do they still know next to nothing 
about the history of the Church and about 
fundamental theology (having to do with 
questions of faith, revelation, doctrine, 
magisterium, etc.), and why, for that 
matter, have they so little firsthand 
knowledge of the documents of Vatican 
II? 

WHERE HAVE we failed? 


Is it Cardinal Ratzinger’s fault? The 
Wanderer’s? Opus Dei’s? the local 


bishop’s? the pastor’s? the pope’s? 
Wouldn’t it be interesting if, after both 
sides reflected for a while on their own 
failures, they decided they needed one 
another to deal with common problems? 
Just a thought. Or is it a pipe-dream? 
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Rethinking a fine old American tradition

As members of Congress sitting on 
opposite sides of the aisle during the 
1970s, we did not always see eye-to-eye. 
But we did have one very significant 
characteristic in common: Both of us — a 
preacher and a preacher’s daughter — 
were motivated to enter the political arena 
by our own deepest religious beliefs, 
beliefs which compelled us to try to make 
our nation and our world better places in 
which to live. : 


We were free to bring our religious 
beliefs into the political arena because of 
the wisdom of our nation’s founders, who 
passed on a Constitution which, by 
separating church and state, allowed both 
to flourish. A cornerstone of our 
cherished liberties can be found in Article 
VI of the Constitution, which declares 
that ‘‘No religious test shall ever be 
required as a qualification to any office or 
public trust under the United States.’’ 


HOWEVER, UNTIL 1960, there was 
an unwritten religious test for the highest 
office in the land: the tradition that only 
Protestants could be elected president. 
With the election of John F. Kennedy as 
the first Catholic president in 1960, most 
Americans took comfort in the thought 
that blatant religious bigotry in politics is 
a thing of the past. 


A quarter century after John Kennedy 
became president, there still are those 
who traffic in the crudest forms of 
intolerance. Television evangelists Jimmy 
Swaggart and Tim LaHaye indulge in 
anti-Catholic rhetoric similar to the slurs 
used against John Kennedy in 1960 and 
Al Smith in 1928. Meanwhile, Nation of 
Islam leader Louis Farrakhan and 
perennial presidential candidate Lyndon 
LaRouche specialize in anti-Semitism. 
Maybe bigotry is bipartisan: Swaggart 
and LaHaye favor the Republican Party, 
while Farrakhan and LaRouche operate 
within the Democratic Party. 


While the old bigotry remains a force in 
American life, the 1980s have seen the

growth of a new — and more specialized 
— form of intolerance espoused by the 
religious right. While the old bigotry 
declared that Catholics, Jews, or other 
religious minorities were unfit for public 
office, the new intolerance tries to turn 
political issues into tests of religious faith. 
According to. these extremists, godly 
people must pledge allegiance to right- 
wing ideology, the Bible mandates 
ultraconservative positions on virtually 
every issue before Congress, favored 
candidates can claim the Lord’s 
endorsement, and political opposition is 
the handiwork of Satan himself. 


FOR INSTANCE, a right-wing 
organization called Christian Voice 
recently issued a ‘‘report card’’ on 
Senators and Representatives based on 
their votes during the 1985 session of 
Congress. According to Christian Voice, 
in order to support ‘‘moral/family’’ 
values, it was necessary to favor Ed 
Meese’s confirmation as Attorney 
General, cut funds for the Legal Services 
Corporation, and vote for ‘‘Star Wars’’ 
and aid. to the Contras. Not only did 
every ordained minister in the House of 
Representatives receive a ‘‘zero’’ rating 
from Christian Voice, but even the grand 
old man of conservatism, Sen. Barry 
Goldwater (R.-Ariz.), flunked his 
‘‘moral/family report card’’ with a score 
of only 55 percent. 


Even zanier than the Christian Voice 
Report Card was a slick magazine 
entitled the ‘‘Presidential Biblical 
Scoreboard,’’ which the religious right 
published and distributed to millions of 
voters in 1984. In addition to claiming 
that the Bible endorsed the Republican 
platform on issues ranging from military 
spending to the federal budget, the 
Scoreboard presumed to evaluate the 


sincerity of candidates’ religious faiths, 
contending, for instance, that Walter 
Mondale is a’ ‘‘Humanist/Presbyterian,”’ 
rather than an authentic Christian. 


Frequently the 
intolerance bears at least a_ surface 
resemblance to the old bigotry, 
particularly when directed against Jewish 
candidates. For instance, in his race 
against Rep. Mel Levine (D.-Cal.), Rob 
Scribner declares God has called on him 
to run and urges Christian clergymen to 
help elect him and thereby “ ‘take 
territory’ for our Lord Jesus Christ.’’ In 
LOSS. ie os uens Mark  Siljander 
(Rep.-Mich.),. a ‘‘Congressional 
Advisor’’ to Christian Voice, sent a letter 
urging voters to defeat Rep. Howard 
Wolpe (D.-Mich.) and ‘‘send another 
Christian to Congress.” 


PUBLIC OFFICIALS from every 
faith can be the targets of intolerant 
tactics; two active Baptists, Reps. Jack 
Hightower (D.-Texas) and Ike Andrews 
(D.-N.C.), were defeated in 1984 after 
campaigns in which they were attacked by 
extremists who depicted their moderate 
voting records as abandonment of Biblical 
principles.

In its old and new forms, religious 


intolerance distorts the political process, 
divides the American people, and 
demeans the enormous contribution that 
religion has made to shaping our society. 


That is why we have joined other 
religious and political leaders in calling 
upon candidates and their campaigns to 
abide by several basic principles of fair 
play. 

We think most Americans, from every 
religious faith and political viewpoint, can 
agree on these guidelines for fair 
campaigning: Don’t ask people to vote for 
you just because of your religion — or to 
vote against an opponent just because of 
his or hers. Don’t claim that God 
endorses your candidacy or the Bible 
supports your platform. And don’t 
question the personal morality or 
religious faith of your opponents on the 
basis of their political views. 


It’s a fine old American tradition to 
give your opponents hell. But it’s 
something else entirely to say they belong 
there!

People must learn to reject junk ethics

A cursory glance at the news is a sobering experience 
for both the ethics teacher and the average reflective 
citizen. The older observer sees an erosion of the con- 
tinuities that gave a certain stability and guidance in 
meeting the moral dilemmas of contemporary life. He 
sees a narcissistic obsession with self that seems to have 
replaced rational norms of human behavior. Right 
becomes what is convenient. Duty is ridiculed as un- 
natural rigorism. Responsibility is a quaint obscurantist 
remnant of an impossibly moralistic society.

Incompetent surgeons and competent thieves vie with 
teachers who can’t teach and merchants who routinely 
cheat, with academicians who buy athletes. And our 
college students, the privileged hope of the future, 
compile such records during spring break in Florida as 
$50,000 worth of damage in a single hour to one hotel and 
seven violent deaths. Their counterparts in Palm Springs 
seek relief from their academic labors by forcibly stopping 
traffic, assaulting women and hurling rocks at any object 
their drunken vision enables them to perceive. 


THE MURDERERS, rapists, pimps, armed robbers, 
kidnappers, and terrorists who really work at being vile 
must be somewhat embarrassed to see their skills 
challenged by amateurs who are indeed rank. There is an 
appreciable difference between a terrorist and a drunken, 
destructive college bum, but both are the votaries of the 
junk ethics of our day. 


Now we don’t have to be flint-hard, simplistic moralists 
of the extreme right to reject this junk. It’s not surprising 
that such behavior occurs in the flamboyant world of 
entertainment, but also in government, business, law, 
education and private life. What is surprising is that junk 
ethics seems to be expected in every sphere, from inter- 
national relations to marital fidelity. 


And junk ethics is defended and practiced not only by 
the semiliterate but also by those around with smoking 
guns, so to speak, plaintively whimpering, “‘I really 
didn’t do anything wrong.’’ We have Watergate felons 
making a fast buck on the lecture circuit by dispensing 
such philosophy as ‘‘Paranoia is the price of liberty.’ We 
have extremists of the right and left who have concluded 
that popularity and acceptability are equivalent to moral 


justification. And of course we have the professors who 
suggest that right and wrong are merely subjective labels 
for our likes and dislikes. 


THERE IS also a problem with those who think that 
definitions of right and wrong can be arrived at only by 
religious commitment. Of course our religious commit- 
ments enormously enhance and enrich our natural moral 
sensitivity — unless they impel us to holy wars against the 
innocent. But we don’t have to be religious to recognize 
the assault to human dignity in murder, rape, cruelty and 
the like. St. Thomas Aquinas once said that grace does 
not destroy but perfects nature, so we might well consider 
natural foundations as an ideal starting place for 
education in moral sensitivity. We don’t need such reflec- 
tion because without it ethics will not work. We need such 
reflection because without it nothing else in society will 
work. 


It is convenient to consider junk ethics the product of 
the ghetto caused by economic inequality. But although 
cosmetically disguised, junk ethics is just as much a 
problem in the boardroom, the locker room, the office, or 
on the sales floor. It has no color — just an odor. And it’s 
an odor we had better get rid of if we want to nourish the 
illusion that we are living in a civilized society. 


We as a society had better stop playing the victim and 
start assuming responsibility for our choices. We should 
start scrutinizing those choices, seeing our obligations as 
well as our rights. And above all we should see that a 
narcissistic preoccupation with self at the expense of other 
renders us incapable even of intelligent selfishness. When 
Papa Hemingway advised us that if it feels good, do it, he 
was giving advice possibly applicable to 5-year-olds. Most 
of us, alas, have to be around a bit longer. And reason’s 
reasons may be better than the heart’s.

ALCALA PARK — Bishop Leo T. Maher described 
the University of San Diego’s undergraduate class of 1986 
as ‘‘spirited, responsible and gifted.’’ 
He addressed the 725 graduates and guests that packed 
USD’s Torero Stadium for the university’s 33rd 


_commencement exercises May 25. 


HE ALSO characterized the class as being ‘‘filled with 
wisdom proved by high standards of academic 
excellence.’’ He praised their blend of skills with under- 
standing, competence with appreciation of others’ view- 
points, and ‘‘openness to new ideas” with a “‘solid foun- 
dation of fundamental principles.’’ 


Bishop Maher urged the graduates to be ‘‘guardians of 
human rights and human freedom,’’ which he said is 
“incarnated in fidelity to others.’’. 


Freedom is ‘‘governed by truth and justice’’; it is found 
where ‘‘reciprocal bonds link one another in love.’” USD 
has taught you how to form those bonds, he said. 


HE CONTRASTED this concept with some distor- 
tions of freedom: ‘‘exaggerated autonomy and radical 
independence.’’ He challenged the class to ‘‘free history 
from the false paths it is pursuing.’’ Future peace lies in 
your hands and hearts, he said. 


Bishop Maher received an honorary Doctor of 
Humane Letters degree during the ceremonies. This 
degree is conferred upon. individuals who demonstrate 
dedication to furthering the ‘‘concepts of truth and 
justice,’’ one of the university’s goals, explained Vice 
President and Provost Sister Sally Furay, RSCJ. 


She cited the bishop’s programs for the less fortunate: 
SHARE, the new St. Vincent De Paul Center and relief 
for flood victims in the Diocese of Tijuana, Mexico. 


BISHOP MAHER’’S service to the young and old is 
seen in his previous appointment as delegate to the White 
House Conference on Aging and his present membership 
on the Board of the San Diego County Council of the Boy 
Scouts of America, she said. 


Sister Furay credited the bishop with facilitating the 
merger of the former College for Men and School of Law 
with the San Diego College for Women into the 
University of San Diego. He continues to chair its board 
of trustees, she added. 


Valedictorian Jayne Waggoner explained some of the 
values she absorbed at USD while majoring in 
mathematics and computer science. 

SHE SAID one of the most valuable lessons is “‘the 
theme of peace’’ developed this semester. ‘‘We have seen 
the importance of peace in our lives; we have been shown 
it can begin with us.”’ 

‘‘College prepares us for the upper division courses of 
life.’’

Hope seen in new vision of universe

LA JOLLA — Sister Miriam Therese MacGillis, a 
Dominican Sister active in the movement to build global 
interdependence, told an audience at All Hallows parish 
May 22 that there is a great need for us to be people of 
hope. 

“‘Without hope, our paralysis would leave a wasteland 
to our children and grandchildren,’ she said at the 
Beyond War sponsored presentation. ‘‘Being a person of 
hope is a choice... we must choose to be people of 
imagination.” 

SISTER MACGILLIS, director of Genesis Farm in 
New Jersey, suggested that while we live at a crucial time 
in history, we must acknowledge that seeds planted now 
may not bear fruit in our lifetime. 


‘‘We have to have a strong image of the future and the 
passageway there. We have to know appearances aren’t 
everthing, and we have to be in this for the long haul,”’ 
said Sister MacGillis, a spokesperson for Global 
Education Associates, an organization that seeks to make 
nations of the world more aware of their dependence on 
each other, and less intent on destroying each other and 
the planet they all share. 


Sister MacGillis bases her reasons for hope on a new 
vision of the universe and people’s oneness with it. She 
described this new cosmology, or story of the origins of 
the world, as a combination of the western world’s vision 
of God as being totally transcendent and the American 
Indian’s vision of God as being immanent, in the earth. 


THE NEW story of the universe, she said, is that ‘“‘you 
and I are the earth become conscious. Our journey and 
the earth’s journey are one.”’ 


While institutions such as churches, governments, and 
political and economic systems have not yet grasped this 
new vision, it must become personalized first, she said. 


There are three guiding principles which describe this 
new vision of the universe. These principles describe not 
only the earth we live on, but the people who inhabit it as 
well, she explained. They are differentiation, interiority

SHE DEFINED differentiation as the differences in 
the universe and in people that contribute to the greatness 
of the universe and the world population. The difference 
between people of different races and nationalities are 
truths, not problems. ““The problem is the way we’ve 
organized these differences into hierarchies.’’ 


““We’ve fought over 8,000 wars on this earth,’’ she 
said. The reason for all this conflict is that people have 
tried to put truth in a box. ‘“The mentality that ‘I am the 
truth, you’re not, you must conform to my truth,’ that’s 
the root of the problem.’’ 


She explained that interiority means that everything in 
the universe opens up to the same inner center. The same 
non-explicable creative, generative force, which is God, is 
at the center of everything. 


COMMUNION MEANS that nothing can exist unless 
it is bonded to something else, she said. From the 
beginning at that inner center, everything was in 
communion with everything else. 


This new vision of the universe, based in part on the 
writing and philosophy of the Jesuit theologian Teillard 
de-Chardin, forces people to recognize that the earth, like 
all people, is undergoing life, death and resurrection all 
the time, Sister MacGillis said. 


“‘The earth has been coded to live. It was self- 
generating, self-healing, self-nourishing, long before 
humans arrived on the scene.’’ 


THIS NEW vision has global implications for the 
future, she said. ‘‘If we are going to survive, we have to 
come home to this new vision. We’ve got to redefine 
security as securing a global commons. The illusion that 
any part or any one of the nation states on the planet 
Earth has sovereignty over another is just an illusion.”’ 


If this new vision is adopted, it will become logical for 
nations to cooperate and illogical for them to compete 
against each other, she said. ‘“The challenge is how do we 
create global initiatives. The greatest obstacle is our own 
lack of imagination.”’ 


‘“Hope is the pre-sentiment that imagination is more 
real and reality is less real. Suffering without hope leads to 
resentment and despair, but hope without suffering leads 
to illusion, naivete and drunkenness,’’ Sister MacGillis 
said, quoting from from South American theologian 
Ruben Alvez.

Theme for this year’s CHA Assembly is ‘Building 
Bridges,’’ which not only reflects the commitment of 
those in Catholic health to work together but also speaks 
to their effort to reach out to the poor, elderly, dis- 
advantaged and alienated to provide quality health care 
for all, according to a CHA press release. 

About 1,000 leaders of the nation’s Catholic health care 
ministry are expected to attend the three-day CHA 
convention.

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Text of bishops’ statement 


The following is the complete text of the statement of 
the bishops of the California Catholic Conference on 
pornography, entitled ‘“‘Human Dignity and the 
Sacredness of Sexuality.’’ The statement was released 
May 28. 


Our profound belief in the inviolable 
dignity of the human person and the 
sacredness of human sexuality leads us 
to condemn pornography as a perverse 
and sometimes vicious profanation of 
both. 


Pornography dehumanizes 


The Greek expression from which 
we derive pornography was originally 
coined to describe the sexually 
arousing depictions of women being 
displayed or used as sexual slaves. 
More recently, pornography has been 
defined as ‘‘words or acts or represen- 
tations that are calculated to stimulate 
sexual feelings independent of. the 
presence of another loved and chosen 
human being.’’ Both definitions 
suggest that pornography demeans 
women (and, often enough, men, too, 
and children of both sexes) and 
profanes the most sacred aspect of sex, 
its relationship to love and the hope of 
human life. Such degradation of 
persons and distortion of human love 
and sexuality undermines those beliefs 
and values which form the foundation 
of the family and are essential to the 
healthy survival of truly human 
communities. In sum, pornography 
threatens the innate dignity of 
individuals and erodes the moral fiber 
of society. 


Findings of 
psycho-social research 
Recent social science studies, 


moreover, document the damaging 
psychological and social effects of 
pornography, providing ample 
evidence that it is far from ‘‘harmless”’ 
or ‘‘victimless’’ as some contend. For 
example: 


© Pornography arrests personal 
development and interferes with inter- 
personal relationships. 


e It creates a hunger for more 
violent, more deviant and more anti- 
social sexual materials, driving many 
who use it to engage in increasingly 
unusual and bizarre sex acts with a 
greater variety of partners. 


© Child molesters, persons who 
commit incest, killers and rapists often 
develop a fondness for pornography 
and use it as preparatory stimulation 
before seeking out victims. 


© Children are increasingly used, 
enslaved, abused and destroyed by the 
pornography industry. Hundreds of 
thousands of children in the United 
States are photographed each year 
engaging in sexual acts. Pornography 
plays a vital role in all too many of the 
estimated two million cases of 
American children who are sexually 
victimized each year. 


¢ Pornography degrades and 
dehumanizes women, robs them of 
dignity and portrays them as if their 
only value consisted in their being of 
sexual use to males. Furthermore, the 
physical safety of women may be 
endangered by the power of porno- 
graphy to induce in males a proclivity 
toward rape and molestation. 


Pornogrpahy must be rejected, 
therefore, because of the damage it 
does to individuals and the danger that 
it threatens to our society. 


California connection 


As religious leaders of California, 
we recognize our state’s involvement 
in this industry. Pornography is big 
business. It grosses as much as ten 


vA 


billion dollars annually. And eighty 
percent of all pornography distributed 
in the United States is produced in 
California, though largely controlled 
by organized crime syndicates based in 
other states. We are convinced that 
this situation demands the concerted 
action especially of Californians. And 
so we commit ourselves to work with 
other concerned citizens to reverse the 
tide of pornography in this state. 


Concerted action 
to stem the tide 


We express our esteem and support 
for those many individuals who, in a 
civil and responsible manner, 
participate in such actions as bringing 
community pressure to bear on store 
owners to remove pornographic 
materials from their shelves, informing 
local police of violations of anti- 
pornography laws in their neighbor- 
hoods, and lobbying for zoning 
restrictions to disallow the operation of 
pornography stores and theaters in 
residential neighborhoods. 


We applaud and encourage those 
legislators and government officials 
who labor to provide our society with 
meaningful and enforceable legal 
protection against the assaults and 
abuses of the pornography industry. 


We commend the efforts of law 
enforcement officials to enforce 
obscenity laws, and we urge even more 
vigorous enforcement at the federal 
level, since federal laws are aimed at 
the sources of pornography. 
Therefore, we call on the United States 
Attorney General to see to the strict 
enforcement of such laws. And we 
encourage federal and local law 
enforcement agencies to collaborate in 
the detection, apprehension and 
prosecution of offenders against federal 
obscenity laws, particularly those who 
are behind the immense production 
and distribution operations carried on 
in Los Angeles and San Francisco. 


Pornography not protected 
by First Amendment 


We respect the Bill of Rights’ 
protection of full freedom of expression 
and caution against an extremist 
approach which would violate any 
legitimate exercise of that right. 
Nevertheless, we join Chief Justice 
Warren Burger in rejecting the notion 
that the First Amendment protects 
hard-core pornography. In the 
Supreme Court decision in Miller v. 
California (1973), voicing the majority 
opinion, he stated: ‘“To equate the free 
and robust exchange of ideas and 
political debate with commercial 
exploitation of obscene materials 
demeans the grand conception of the 
First Amendment and its high 
purposes in the historic struggle for 
freedom. It is a misuse of the great 
guarantees of free speech and free 
press.’” 


Family foundation 
for the sanctity of love 


We reaffirm, finally, our respect for 
the dignity of every person and our 
commitment to maintaining the 
stability of the home and the family. 
We encourage parents to help their 
children acquire a healthy under- 
standing of sexuality and to teach them 
by the example of their own lives and 
loving relationships that God’s love for 
each of us is contained in the beautiful 
gift of sexuality, and communicated 
creatively by its proper expressions. 
Together we must work to preserve the 
sanctity of love and sexuality whenever 
it is threatened and to restore it 
wherever it is denied. 


Pornography is sleaze

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Conflict causes confusion 
among Nicaraguan Catholics

MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC) — The 
church-state conflict in Nicaragua has led 
to confusion and political division among 
Nicaraguan Catholics, interviews of 
church figures showed. 


Dominican Father Rafael Aragon said 
the conflict has created ‘‘a lot of 
confusion. The neighborhoods are clearly 
_divided.”’ 

FATHER ARAGON, a Spaniard, 
serves at Sacred Heart Parish in 
Managua, the Nicaraguan capital. He is 
also on the staff of the Antonio Valdivieso 
Ecumenical Center, widely identified as 
sympathetic to the Sandinista 
government. 


Conversations with Nicaraguans and 
foreign journalists and a tour of several 
parishes in Managua tended to support 
Father Aragon’s claim. 


Churches are packed for Sunday 
Masses, whether celebrated by _pro- 
government priests or those identified by 
the Sandinista government as supporters 
of the counterrevolutionaries or 
“‘contras.”’ 


POLITICAL PREFERENCES often 
affect parish life, Father Aragon said. 


“If people (in a _ pro-government 
parish) die, or if they want to marry or 
baptize their children and they aren’t in 
agreement with the revolution,’’ he said, 
“‘they go to a priest in another church,’’ 
Father Aragon said. 


_ personalization of 


Support for the Sandinistas by some 


priests and opposition to the government 
by the hierarchy ‘‘has really confused the 
people,’’ Father Aragon said. ‘‘They ask: 
‘Who do we believe, Cardinal (Miguel 
Obando Bravo of Managua) or the other 
priests?’ ”’ 


THE RESULT, he said, is that ‘‘the 
people are tired. . . at this point in time 
there is a great deal of religious in- 
difference in Nicaragua. It’s not an in- 
clination toward atheism. It is more of a 
the religious, a 
distancing of oneself from the institution 


of the church — especially among the 
youth.”’ 
Cardinal Obando Bravo and_ the 


Managua archdiocesan head of com- 
munications, Msgr. Bismarck Carballo, 
have said the Sandinistas promote 
divisions within the church in an attempt 
to establish a parallel ‘‘popular church”’ 
using pro-government priests. 


An assertion that ex-priests and ex- 
Religious were employed in a 
government-backed parallel church 
movement was made by the then- 
president of the Nicaragua bishops’ 
conference, Bishop Pablo Antonio Vega, 
in a 1984 interview with ‘National 
Catholic News Service.

Two nuns tell Vatican they back 
‘right to choose’ on abortion

WASHINGTON (NC) — Two nuns 
still facing threat of dismissal from their 
orders for signing a 1984 statement on 
abortion said they have told the Vatican 
in writing that they support a ‘‘woman’s 
right to choose’’ abortion. 


“We did not put in writing what they 
(Vatican officials) wanted,’’ said Notre 
Dame de Namur Sister Patricia Hussey 
‘in a telephone interview May 21. 


SHE AND Notre Dame de Namur 
Sister Barbara Ferraro said they signed a 
joint statement that was delivered to the 
Vatican Congregation for Religious and 
Secular Institutes April 26. 


They were under Vatican orders to 
submit a written statement of their 
position by April 30, Sister Ferraro said. 


“We did reaffirm freedom of choice 
and the woman’s right to choose,’’ Sister 
Hussey said. ‘‘We did not put in writing 
that we support and adhere to the Roman 
Catholic teaching on abortion.”’ 


. ADDED SISTER Ferraro, ‘‘We tried 
to confront the oppressive system of the 
Church that is not listening to women’s 
experiences.’’ 


Sisters Hussey and Ferraro met with 
Archbishop Vincenzo Fagiolo, secretary 
of the Vatican agency, when he visited the 
United States in March to try resolving 
“cases of women Religious who had signed 
the 1984 abortion statement. 


“We were told by Archbishop Fagiolo 
to submit our adherence (to Church 
teaching on abortion),’’ said Sister 
“Ferraro. ‘‘If we did not, we were told we 
could no longer be Religious.’’

BOTH SHE and Sister Hussey 
declined to say whether they now expect 
to be dismissed from their order, 
however. 


Should that happen, they could be the 
only Religious expelled for their part in 
the controversial abortion statement, 
which appeared in October 1984 as a full- 
page ad in The New York Times. 


Originally, 24 women Religious and 
three men Religious faced threats of 
expulsion from their communities for 
signing the ad. The Vatican congregation 
objected to the ad’s claim that there is 


more than one ‘“‘legitimate Catholic 
position’? on the morality of direct 
abortion. 


THE THREE men Religious and 20 
of the nuns have since been cleared, eight 
of them as a result of meetings this March 
with Archbishop Fagiolo during his U.S. 
visit. 

Superiors of the remaining two nuns 
expressed hopes May 22 that those cases 
— Sisters Donna Quinn and Caridad 
Inda — would be resolved soon. 


Sister Quinn, a member of the 
Dominicans of Sinsinawa, Wis., works 
with homeless women in Chicago. Sister 
Inda, a member of the Congregation of 
the Humility of Mary in Davenport, 
Iowa, works in Guadalajara, Mexico. 


WHEN SISTER Inda was reached by 
phone May 20 during a visit to the United 
States, she said that as far as she knew her 
case was not yet resolved. She had been in 
Mexico in March and did not meet with 
Archbishop Fagiolo. : 
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Nicaraguan institutions, such as labor 
unions, in order to stifle criticism.

“NEVER, EITHER by us or within 
liberation theology circles, was the term 
popular church ever used,’’ he said. ‘‘It 
was the opposition newspaper La Prensa 
which began reprinting articles from 
abroad about the ‘popular church’ and 
about priests who are supposedly dis- 
obedient of the pope. . . disobedient of 
the bishops.”’

Vatican source says two abortion-ad 
nuns forcing selves out of order

VATICAN CITY (NC) — By their 
position on abortion, Notre Dame de 
Namur Sisters Barbara Ferraro and 
Patricia Hussey ‘‘are putting themselves 
out”’ of their order, said a Vatican official 
familiar with the controversy. 


The two are the only Religious 
involved in a lengthy abortion contro- 
versy who have made it a doctrinal issue, 
said the source, who asked not to be 
named. 


THE SOURCE commented after the 
two U.S. nuns, who are co-directors of a 
day shelter for the homeless in 
Charleston, W.Va., said they have told 
the Vatican that they support a 
‘‘woman’s right to choose’” abortion. 


The two are among 24 nuns whom the 
Vatican Congregation for Religious and 
Secular Institutes threatened with expul- 
sion from their orders in late 1984 
because they had signed an ad on 
abortion in The New York Times. The 
Vatican objected to the ad’s claim that 
there is more than one ‘legitimate 
Catholic position’”’ on abortion. 


Nearly all of the nuns have since been 
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cleared, including eight of 10 who met 
with Archbishop Vincenzo Fagiolo, 
secretary of the Vatican agency, when he 
visited the United States in March to try 
to clear up remaining cases. Sisters 
Ferraro and Hussey were the only two 
who met with the archbishop and did not 
get their situation resolved. 


SISTERS FERRARO and Hussey 
“‘were asked, as all the others were asked, 
to affirm the sanctity and inviolability of 
life, as is the Church’s teaching,’’ said the 
Vatican official. ‘‘It was not an 
unpleasant meeting. No one was rude. 
But Archbishop Fagiolo met in them a 
hardness regarding the teaching of the 
Church on abortion that was not shown 
by any of the other signers with whom the 
issue was discussed. 


“With the others,’’ the source 
continued, ‘‘the signing of the ad was for 
a political, social or pastoral reason. It 
was not doctrinal. With these it was.”’ 


Sisters Ferraro and Hussey had said 
their written response to the Vatican was 
submitted April 26, shortly before an 
April 30 deadline given them by Arch- 
bishop Fagiolo during his late March 
meeting with them.

More U.S. Catholics, fewer 
priests and nuns reported 


WILMETTE, Ul.” (NC), — The 
number of U.S. Catholics grew last year, 
but there were fewer priests, nuns and 
brothers to serve them, according to data 
released May 28 in the 1986 Official 
Catholic Directory. : 


The directory’s total estimated U.S. 
Catholic population as of Jan. 1, 1986, 
was 52,654,908, up 368,865 from the 


previous year. 


THE NUMBER of priests, however, 
declined by 134, to 57,183. There were 
113,658 nuns, 1,843 fewer than the year 
before. The number of brothers dropped 
by 115, to 7,429. 


The number of permanent deacons 
grew to 7,204, up 358 from the previous 
year. 

Indicative of a growing priest shortage 
in the country, one out of 16 Catholic 
parishes is now without a resident pastor, 
up from one in 20 only two years ago and 
one in 26 a decade ago. 


AS 1986 began, 1,183 of the nation’s 
19,313 parishes had no resident pastor. 
This represented a 12.5 percent increase 
over the previous year’s 1,051 parishes 
without resident pastors, and'a 20 percent 
increase over the 983 of two years ago. 
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The Official Catholic Directory, an 
annual publication of P.J. Kenedy and 
Sons of Wilmette, lists diocesan offices, 
parishes, religious houses, other Catholic 
institutions and their chief officials in all 
the dioceses and archdioceses of the 
United States. Kenedy moved its editorial 
offices from New York to the Chicago 
suburbs in 1982. 


The directory’s Catholic population 
and general population figures are based 
on widely varying methods of count or 
estimation by dioceses, and they are 
considered only generally representative 
rather than exact figures. The Boston 
Archdiocese, which in 1985 reported a 
drop of some 172,000 in its Catholic 
population, reported a gain of nearly 
155,000 in 1986. 


OTHER FIGURES in the directory 
are considered quite accurate, however, 
as they are subject to close institutional 
control and monitoring. 

The Los Angeles Archdiocese, which 
has reported the largest Catholic 
population since 1983, continued in the 
No. 1 position this year with 2.65 million 
Catholics. It was followed by Chicago, 
with just over 2.36 million.

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Ours has been called the age of individualism, in which 
the needs of the individual take precedence over the needs 
of family and greater community. Maybe it’s true but I 
perceive a renewed interest in family kinship that disputes 
this charge. 


Family trees, reunions, and support systems are all 
receiving attention in media and print today. Families are 
beginning to write their histories for future generations. 
Ancestors are garnering renewed interest. Genealogy and 
family history classes are very popular in adult education 
programs. 


HOWEVER, WE see wide diversity in the kinship 


_. level of families. Some children are very aware of their 


aunts, uncles, cousins and connections while others don’t 
know even the names of their first cousins, much less their 
ancestors. 


In a recent book, The Mountain of Names: A History of 
the Human Family (Simon and Shuster; $17.95), 
Mormon author Alex Shoumatoff cites a survey 
indicating that three out of four undergraduates cannot 
name all their grandparents. I find this astonishing unless 
they were asked for maiden names of grandmothers. If 
they were, my skepticism decreases. 


An even more harrowing study quoted by Shoumatoff 
claims that when children were asked which they would 
rather give up, television or daddy, one-third said daddy. 
This, too, is difficult to accept unless daddy isn’t around 
enough to make a difference.

LET’S ASSUME that ours is a family with an under- 
developed sense of kinship. How do we go about en- 
riching it, giving our children more appreciation of being 
part of a clan — a group of people who share a history and 
a future? 


I suggest we begin by finding out as much as we can 
about our ancestors’ stories, asking older relatives what 
they know, writing the stories down and telling them to 
our children. Who were these people who came over from 
the old country.? 


What village in Germany, Italy or Mexico did they call 
home? What drove them to immigrate? How old were 
they? Where did they land and what led them to settle in 
Chicago or Pennsylvania? 


MY REGRET is that I didn’t ask enough questions of 
older relatives and much family history died with them. 
All my life I heard that my dad’s first cousin came off the 
orphan train from New York to Wisconsin. 


Regaining an interest in our ancestors 


A priest gathered Irish orphans in the New York slums 
and took them by train to the Midwest finding families 
along the way for them. This cousin was nine when she 
was adopted by my great-uncle. She lived to an old age 
and I could have asked her about her early life, but I 
didn’t. What stories she must have had to share with us. 


A friend of ours is smarter than I am. He gets older 
relatives to start talking about the past and turns on a tape 
recorder. He then cuts a copy for each of his grand- 
children. What a fine gift to them and their children. 


ANOTHER FRIEND photographs tombstones in far- 
away places and sends them to his family so that they will 
have information on ancestors they never knew they had. 


To help children place relatives, we can create and dis- 
play a family tree, placing pictures on it, if possible. One 
neat game some families develop is that of Family Trivia. 
They create cards asking, ‘‘What year were Mom and 
Dad married?’’ ‘‘What was Grandma Olson’s maiden 
name?’’ “‘What country did Dad’s ancestors come 
from?’’ ‘Name the oldest first cousin in every family.”’ 


They. have a wonderful time with the game and learn to 
value the idea that they are not just individuals but 
members of a larger group. 


And, of course, let’s not forget the family reunion 
which is a fine way to renew family bonds. A good 
reunion takes a lot of effort but it’s worth it in establishing 


that sense of larger family so enriching to us and our 
children.

As you indicate, a wide 
variety of occasions was listed when one 
might receive the Eucharist a second 
time, on special occasions such as the ones 
you mentioned, when one is a minister of 
some kind at a particular Mass, and so 
on. 


The 1983 revised Code of Canon Law 
simply notes that when one receives 
Communion more than once on a given 
day it should be at a Mass. The Church’s 
primary concern has been to discourage 
people from a superstitious ‘‘collecting”’ 
of communions: ‘‘If one is good, six must 
be better!”’ 


’ The Church believes, it seems to me, 
that the likelihood of this happening any 
more is quite small. On the contrary, 
some still need to be reminded that full 
participation in the Mass always includes 
receiving Communion.

Film needs something more

NEW YORK. (NC) — ‘‘The 
Manhattan Project’’ (Fox) simply takes 
too long to tell its real-life story of a teen- 
ager who builds an atomic bomb at home. 


Paul Stephens (Christopher Collet), 
motivated by a sense of social respon- 
sibility, wants to expose the dangerous 
secret mission of a nearby lab by building 
a nuclear device. His kitchen-sink antics 
nearly cost him his life as well as all lives 

«in the New York-New Jersey- 
Pennsylvania area. 


JOHN LITHGOW supplies the 
minimal intelligence in the script as the 
physicist who fancies Paul’s mom and 
whose lab supplies the plutonium for the 
bomb. 


The film either needs more science or 
more facts. It glosses over some very 
important and interesting details about 
how Paul got the declassified bomb plans 
and how the plant managed to be 
accessible simply by stealing a security 
card. 


Opting instead for a limp melodrama 
about a teen romance and youthful 


egomania, the film plays upon the un- 
developed relationship between Paul’s 
mother and the physicist as well as the 
much too mature come-ons of Paul’s girl- 
friend (Cynthia Nixon), who so much 
admires Paul’s radioactive talents. 


WHEN PAUL’S life is threatened by 
FBI sharpshooters, the real gravity of the 
problem he has caused begins to surface. 
As riflemen triangulate on the boy’s head, 
a new plot wrinkle occurs creating 
contrived tension which Lithgow’s 
character must relieve. 


At the end we know less about the 
radioactive playground the film tries to 
explore than before the curtain drew 
open. One hopes adolescents won’t try to 
emulate the dangerous and ambitious 
kind of protest Paul attempts. With only 
one harsh word throughout its two-hour 
length, the film is classified A-II — adults 
and adolescents — by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference. The Motion Picture 
Association of America rating is PG-13 — 
parents strongly cautioned to’ provide 
special guidance for attendance of 


children under 13.
